Apart from their extraordinarily 
healthy appetites, they have an aggr ge 
habit of indulging in frequent dust bath 
freshly-prepared seed beds. 

Finches, though much more attractive in 
appearance, are equally destructive; they 
destroy buds in great numbers, but possess, 
as a redeemin quality, a strong liking for 
the seeda of destructive weeds, caterpillars, 
and other garden grubs.

THE DUBLIN UNIVERSITY 
GOLFING SOUIETY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I am delighted to see that the Dublin 
University Golfing Society is being revived. 
As the one who first. mooted the formation of 
this Society, it may be worth while for me to 
put on record the idea about some annual 
golf matches which many of us who formed 
the Society then held. 

Some forty old T.C.D. golfers met in 1909 
to form the Society and to draw up rules for 
it in the Regent House of T.C.D. under the 
chairmanship of the then Provost, Dr. Traill— 
himself the ina of golfers, We considered 
that matehes between the Society and the 
Dublin Univrsity Golf Club would help the 
club and the cause of golf.in the University, 
We felt that an annual match between 
members of the Society living. North of. the 
Boyne and those living South of it would help 
to keep up the old comradeship and further 
the cause of golf both North and South, while 
fostering good feeling between them. We 
also contemplated the possibility of an annual 
match between the Society and Queen’s 
University, Belfast (Past and Present), and 
that these latter two matches. should be 
played on links convenient to Dublin and 
Belfast in alternate years. 

Of course, we also talked of matches with 
Oxford and Cambridge Golfing Society and 
with the Scottish Universities’ Golfing Society, 
one with the former being. played at Dolly- 
mount in 1910. So far as I cam judge, the 
conditions now are more favourable for carry- 
ing out such a programme than at any time 
since 1909, and the value of the Society in the 
ways then suggested ought to be much greater 
to-day than seventeen years ago.—Yours ,etc.,

to 46,700 miles, ;. cannot be held that an 
expenditure of 13 millions is an excessive 
amount. We hope, however, that in a year 
or so the annual revenue of the Road Fund 
may run » £750,000 or over, and that by a 
suitable policy of reconstraction and x héin 
ment the costs of maintenance may fall and 
the local ratepayers be appreciably relieved. 

It is no doubt within the recollection 
ef the Dail that the Department of 
tocal Government submitted a proposition 
to involve expenditure on 1,500 miles of trunk 
roads of £3,820,000, This proposal would, of 
course, involve a borrowing policy. In present 
circumstances no portion of a loan repayment 
should fall on the Central Fund. 

1 unders’ nd that those who are most 
intimately conversant with the facts relating 
+) modern methods of road construction and 
surfacing find it difficult to speak authori- 
tatively as to the savings to result in future 
maintenance. But it is manifest that the re- 
conditioning of important roads, bot! as 
regards foundations and surfacing, will pro- 
duce very considerable economy. 

To capitalise the Road Fund fully would 
mean that over a period of years the cup- 
hoard would be left completely bare for the 
purposes of a large mileage of our roads, 
winch, although not of first importance, are 
much too important to be completely ignored. 

BORROW £2,000,000. 

It is felt, however, that a sum of £2,000,000 
might be borrowed for reconstruction and 
improvement work of a somewhat lasting 
nature. ‘This would involve an annual charge 
for ten years of £310,000. Such a figure, 
especially as it would decrease year by year, 
would leave a sufficient annual sum available 
for . stribution on the same principles as 
her ofore. The details of a scheme of ex- 
penditure of the sum of £2,000,000 will now 
he a matter for determination by the Minis- 
ier for Local Government. 

I hope I interpr-t his views correctly in 
stating that he ' + no intention of announc- 
ing any grcndiose proposals. Capital expen- 
diture will be cautiously undertaken. The

BEER AND SPIRITS. 


WHY DUTIES CANNOT BE 

| REDUCED. 

During the last few months strong appeals 
have been made to the Government to reduce 
the Excise duties on beer and spirits. I can 
sav that though the case presented was not 
unsympathetically considered we cannot see 
our Way to recommend any change. As the 
brewing industry is one of the biggest and 
most profitable industries in the country, and 
as Irish distilling is suffering from the loss 
of the major part of its outside markets, it 
seems impossible to reduce the duty on beer 
and leave the spirit duty untouched, as was 
done in England. 

On the other hand, it would be indefensible 
to reduce the spirit duty and leave the beer 
duty at its present level. If a reduction were 
decided on, it ought to apply to both taxes. 
and ta be of any use at all it would have 
to be a substantial reduction. It is not 
helieved that reductions which would result 
in stout heing brought down to 6d. and 
whiskev being retailed at 3d. or 4d. a glass 
less than at present would bring about any 
appreciable increase in consumption, Con- 
sequently the loss in revenue would not be 
far short of £1.400.000. 

| INDEFENSIBLE. 

This sum would have to be got by fresh 
taxes levied on articles of necessity, whereas 
both beer and spirits are mainly articles of 
juxury. It would, it appears to the Executive 
Council, be indefensible to take steps such as 
re-imposing the tea duty and increasing the 
sugar duty in order to have cheaper stout and 
whiskey. 

It has been argued that a reduction in duty 


tract so sharply that in, say, three years from 
now the yield will be considerably more than 
£1,400.000 below the present estimated yield. 
But against this, the figures of the past 
two years make it clear that the fall in the 
consumption of whiskey is becoming slower. 

f there were an improvement in agricul- 
tural conditions the consumption of beer and 
Spirits would go up, But, if conditions con- 
tinue as at present, it is not right economically 
to arrange and hope that people will pay out 
even more than £17,500,000 a year for liquor 
in order that the Exchequer may still receive 
£6,985,000 in tax. 

THE POSITION. 

The position is that the people have not 
been able to continue paying the amount of 
about £17,500,000, which they were paying 
prior to last year, and it would not be 
possible for them in the coming year to spare 
the excess sum which would be necessary to 
give the Exchequer the same revenue at a 
reduced rate of, duty. 

If we were to adopt the policy of frankly 
taking taxes off alcoholic liquors and putting 
them on~such a number of other articles of 
common consumption as might provide a big 
sum, such as £1,400,000, the result could only 
be increased financial stringency, resulting in 
a further iall in the consumption of beer and 
spirits, 

The suggestion that a reduction in the two 
taxes we are discussing would benefit the 


farmer seems to be without foundation. The 
brewing industry has an enormous export 
trade, and small variations in the home 


demand are not going to affect the farmer. 
In regard to distilleries it has been solemnly 
suggested at meetings through the country 
that a reduction of the spirit duty would 
increase their requirements of grain no less 
than twenty-fold. In reality an increase or 
decrease of 50,000 proof gallons consumed is 
not going to mean a use of more than 375 
tons of grain more or less, 

MATURING PERIOD. 
Whatever may be the prospects of our 
revenue from beer duty, the brewing industry 
is able to take care of itself. In regard to 


the distilling industry, there seems to be one 


ground outside the Saorstat. 
whiskeys are produced by a cheaper process 
than Irish pot-still whiskey, which therefore 
can compete only by maintaining the highest 
reputation far quality and character. © 

As a contribution towards keeping the re- 
putation of Irish whiskey right at home, we 
propose to increase the period for which 
spirits must be matured from three years to 
five. This change will not involve any in- 
crease in price, as the great bulk of Irish 
whiskey is actually bonded for five years or 
over at present, and only about 15 per cent. 
goes into consumption under five years old. 
Lengthening of the legal maturing period will 
involve certain mecreases on the additional 
duties payable in respect of those classes of 
ry to which the Immature Spirits Act, 
1915,.does not apply. 

TAX ON WINE DOUBLED. 

In representations received from the dis- 
tillers attention has been drawn to the very 
low rates at which alcohol in wine is taxed 
as compared with alcoho] in spirits, or even 
beer. We are not convinced that an increase 
in the -wine duty will necessarily induce 
people who now consume wine to substitute 
spirits or beer, but we do feel it undesirable 
that our scheme of taxation should dis- 
criminate heavily against the hume product. 

For the past three years’ wholesalers and 
retailers of wine have been put to great 
increases in duty. It would be cruel 
prolong the suspense another year. We 
ART” that the duty on wine he increased 
yy 100 per cent. Owing to the enormous 
rates of profit in the trade 100 per cent. in- 
crease in the duty should afford no excuse for 
increasing the price to the public. 

The quantities of wine taken from bond 
have been so large during the past seven or 
eight weeks that no appreciable increase jn 


this year. Next year it should yield an ad- 
ditional £150,000 to £200,000, according to 
whether the duty is or is not passed on to 


the public.

In the meantime we propose the imposition 
of a Customs duty of 334 per cent. on trans- 
mitting or receiving sets and parts thereof. 
The yield is expected to be about £20,000 a 
year. It is not intended to make a profit out 
of broadcasting, but to use whatever revenue 
may be available for giving listening-in 
facilities to the greatest number of people. 


BETTING TAX. 


FIVE PER CENT. ON SUMS 
STAKED. 


The Executive Council has from time to 
time been urged to institute a tax on betting. 
rhe arguments in favour of the duty are very 


sound. It would certainly be a luxury tax, 
and if it yielded substantial revenue 
it would be very useful in making 


possible the reduction of some other impost 
which affects industry or the cost of living. 
It is also to be looked upon as a good tax, 
because it would provide a suitable way out 
of the present ridiculous state of affairs, 
under which, though cash betting is illegal, 
yet the law is not enforced, and, owing to 
<4 state of public opinion, is not enforce- 
apie, 

The yield of a betting tax cannot be esti- 
mated in a satisfactory way, and the 
estimate which the Revenue Commissioners 
have ventured to make might easily prove 
to be very much wide of the mark. t has 
been decided, however, that the tax should be 
tried, 

The intention is that the existing ban on 
betting be removed.

It seems 
to me that the only proper course to take is 
to recognise that tobacco-growing on an 
economic basis in the Saorstat is not feasible, 
and to stop throwing good money after bad.

NO PESSIMISM. 
COUNTRY’S ECONOMIC 
POSITION. 


In conclusion, I will only say that, while 
the present economic position of the Saorstat 
is such as to give ground for anxious thought 
and to call for earnest endeavour, there is no 
reason for despondency. The depression we 
are experiencing is mainly the result of world 
conditions and is shared by numerous other 
countries. 

But, while the principal causes of trouble 
are outside this country, it is possible for us, 
by organised national effort, to overcome 
many of the difficulties that confront us. The

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ONE THING NEEDFUL. 5 

The thing: most wanted at the moment 1s 
to have it thoroughly realised that the country 
cannot be made to prosper by legislation or 
official activity: that the active cooperation 
of the citizens with the Government and of 
one class of citizens with another is essential. 
Deputies will remember that when the 
National Loan was being issued in 1 we 
had for a week or two a striking display of 
public interest in the financial future of the 
country and of co-ordinated effort to achieve 
a national purpose. The banks, without com- 
mission, undertook, if necessary, to apply for 
40 per cent. of the issue; the Chamber of 
Commerce held meetings asking for public 
support; newspapers of practically all shades 
of opinion urged the duty of subscribing; the 
most important firms in the country took up 
large amounts; Churches and _ charitable 
foundations did likewise. Trades unions, too, 
came forward with their subscriptions. The 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, which 
at that juncture entertained a strong sense of 
grievance against the Government in office. 
nevertheless took up a substantial block of 
Loan. Public support was so general that, 
although individual applications were received 
for amounte like £300,000, £250,000 and 
£100,000, the average allotment was only 


£600. 
THE WAY TO ADVANCE. 

If some fraction of the spirit of general 
co-operation which was then aroused could be 
brought into play in dealing with day to 
day economic problems, substantial advances 
could be made. To-day the jindustrialst 
who clamours for protection too often takes 
no trouble to get “his own requirements of 
home manufacture, even though they may be 
available at competitive rates. 

The people who blame tne banks for not 
lending more readily on land are the very 
people who would be amused if a bank, in 
consequence of a sale being prevented by in- 
timidation, lost money that had been lent on 
a land mortgage. They are the people also 
who, if they heard that a particular bank 
was lending freely on land, would slip away 
quietly and remove their deposit dccouals to 
another bank. They would never think, for 
instance, of trying to come together and con 
cert with the banks means, whereby land 
aon be made a really good security for 
oans. 

I am not saying for the moment that such 
an arrangement could be easily achieved. I 
merely urge that the policy of laving every- 
thing to the Government be abandoned. 
There is nothing I am more clear about than 
if people will not help themselves, no Go- 
vernment can effectually help them. And, 
while a reasonable amount of criticism of 
the Government for what is has done or not 
done, may, perhaps, be counted as self-help, 
by itself it will be about as beneficial as the 
tablesponful of water to which it has bean 
forgotten to add the medicine. 

PULL TOGETHER. 

The real cure for the ills of to-day, so far 
as they can. be quickly cured, lies in the 
people as a whole making an effort to pul! 
through economically, with due thought of 
the common interest. I think I may say 
that in regard to the question of national 
development, the policy of the Government 
has not been lacking in enterprise and cour- 
and that the schemes it has initiated 
will, as they mature, give great results in 
increased productivity. lf we could bring 
to the better organisation of commerce and 
agriculture a fourth of the popular interest 
and enthusiasm that has been evoked for 
political purposes, we could really get ahead.

THE RESOLUTIONS. 


EFFECT OF SUPER-TAX 
REDUCTIONS, 

Mr. Blythe finished his Budget speech at 
4.4%, having taken exactly an hour and a half 
to read it. 

The Speaker said that, in accordance with 
procedure, the discussion on the general 
questions raised in the speech, would take 
place to-day (Thursday). In the meantime 
the Dail would deal with the financial resolu- 
tions, with the exception of No. 15, which 
covered the general question, 

Mr, Blythe moved the first resolution—that 
approving of the imposition of income tax 


and super-tax as explained in the speech. 
He said that the effect of the reductions in 
the super - tax would be a loss to the 


kg of about £115,000 per annum. He | 


gave the Dail a few illustrations of how it 
would work out in practice. He assumed in 
every instance that the taxpayer had uon- 
earned income only, and was a married man 
with two children. Such a person with an 
income of £2,500 will have a reduction of 
super-tax from £57 10s. to £18 15s. 

Other examples given were:—Income 
£4,000, present super-tax £212, future super- 
tax rst ; income £7,000, present tax £757 
10s., future tax £556 5s.; income £10,000, 
present tax £1,412 10s., future tax £1,131 5s. 

Mr. T. Johnson said that he was not in a 
position to discuss the matter to any great 
extent in the absence of a general summary 
of the estimates, but he thought it right at 
the i www. to deal wih the reduction. of 
£115, to payers of super-tax. He drew 
attention to the Budget speech of last year. 
in which the Minister said that the situation 
did not admit of an increase of expenditure 
on old age pensions, but that “if the 
situation is found to have improved some 
revision of the Old Age Pensions Act of 1924 
will have to be given precedence to any 
reduction of taxation, however much re- 
quired.”’ 

Now the first proposal was not to restore 
the 10 per cent. taken off the old age 
pensioners, but to reduce the taxation on the 
richer payers of income tax. There was, in 
the alan Y no proposition which seemed to 
make provision for dealing with the unem- 
ployed, whether by direct employment or by 
the retention of the provisions of the In- 
surance’ Acts. On that count he put in his 
protest right at the beginning. 

Mr. Blythe said that this was one of the 
things which involved no reduction in taxa- 
tion. It simply meant the shifting of the 
burden of super-taxes to death duties, and if 
they let a certain class off to the extent of 
£115,000 they proposed to get £200,000 out 
of the death duties. As to unemployment, 
they intended to make a big advance and to 
do more than had been done for the unem- 
ployed. 

e resolution was passed. 
DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 


Mr. Blythe, in proposing the second resolu- 


tion, which dealt with the question of 
double income tax, said that the person 
resident in the Free State controlling 


a business in Northern Ireland or in England, 
would be entitled to claim exemption from 
British income tax on his share of the profits 
for the future, and if the Free State did not 
legislate to assess the income tax on the pro- 
fits received from his business in Northern 
Ireland or England that portion of the in- 
come would escape tax altogether. Under 
the new arrangement income tax would be 
charged in the country of residence. At pre- 
sent dividends in British companies were 
assessed by the British for income tax, but 
under the new arrangement such dividends re- 
ceived by residents of the Free State would 
be taxed only in the Free State in future. 

Mr, Johnson said that he had expected 
more information as to what the probable 
outcome of this arrangement would be and 
its effect on the economy of the country. To 
his mind, this proposal stabilised the position, 
encouraged the Irish investor to send his 
money to British industries for investment, 
and encouraged Irish companies to maintain 
their headquarters in Great Britain. It 
might be said that the effect of the proposal 
would be to induce British industries to in- 
vest in Ireland, and if that was the intention 
he questioned whether it was more desirable 
to do that than to have Irish investors invest 
their money in Irish industries. 

The effect of the whole arrangement would 
he, he was afraid, that Irish investors would 
be encouraged to invest in British industries 
in the hope that there would be a recriprocal 
arrangement amongst investors so that the 
British investor would speculate in Irish in- 
dustries, That would seem to be a re- 
amalgamation of the financial interests of the 
investors of the two countries. 

Mr. Wilson said that there was one large 
concern in this country managed and con- 
trolled in another country, and he would 
like to know what effect the arrangement 
would have on this concern. 

HOW COUNTRY BENEFITS. 

The Minister, replying, said that this 
country was stated to own 150 millions of 
invested capital in England. They had feared 
in the past that they would lose the owner- 
ship of that money because the owners might 
go out of the country. The resident in the 
Free State who had most of his wealth in 
British Securities, and was subjected to 


double taxation, might possibly go out of the 
country. The fiew arrangement would benefit 
the Free State in this way. 

People who were inclined to leave the 
country would not go. and people who had 
gone for that reason would be inclined to 
come back and let their incomes flow in the 
country. It was quite possible that the in 
come tax of both countries would not be very 
far apart, and the agreement would remain 
in force only so long as the confirming legisla 
t:on remained. 

If the British income tax fell to 2s. 6d.. 
and in thig country they could not follow 
suit, then, of course, the only way to save 
their revenue would be to abandon the avree- 
ment and revert to the old practice. 

With regard to the Guinness Company, re 
ferred to by Deputy Wilson, the position in 
future would be that that company would 
not be taxed by the Free State. At present 
they taxed the company. not on the whole 
profits, but on a very great portion of its 
profits. In future all the dividends of that 
company coming into this country would pay 
the Saorstat tax in full and be exempt from 
the British tax. The shares were fairly 
equally divided hetween English and Irish 
holders, and the position would he that they 
would get the same tax in the Saorstat from 
these dividends as in the past. 

Professor Thrift referred to the hardships 
of people waiting for nearly twelve months to 
cet a refund where double income tax had 
been charged. ~ 

Mr. Blythe said that special arrangements 
veuld be made for that and other matters by 
the establishment of a clearing honse, which 
would greatly simplify such matters. It 
weuld be necessary to avoid putting too much 
on the clearing house. ‘* would be possible, 
however, to deal quickly with the cases of 
persons who were not liable to income tax at 
a

Mr.: Ernest . Blythe’s eagerly awaited 
Budget was introduced in Dáil Kireann 
yesterday. . It is cautious in most of its 
features, free from revolutionary proposals 
either for the relief or. for. the reduction 
of taxation, and obviously the result of a 
series of compromises. The general tax-

By the. process of deducting non-recurrent 
from total. expenditure,» Mr. Blythe has 
reduced his demands on the taxpayer to 
£24.207,658. The estimated revenue is

the year. Taking over-estimation into 
account, however, Mr. Blythe reckons that 
this balance on the wrong side will be 
cancelled, and that expenditure and 
revenue virtually will equal each other.

Morocco. 


Spain and France have opened peace 
negotiations with the Riff insurgents in 
Morocco. The sparring for position before 
the diplomats came to grips seems to have 
ended to Abdel’s Krim’s advantage; for 
the tribesmen are to confer with their 
European antagonists on equal terms at 
a meeting place which lies between the 
armies. Moreover, the very fact that 
peace is being discussed at the moment 
when the climatic conditions which 
imposed cessation of hostilities have 
passed manifests the reluctance of the 
European allies to embark upon the great 
offensive which was expected to begin as 


soon as. the winter floods ended. The: 


truth regarding the military situation 
necessarily remains obscure; for news 
from the seat of war emanates almost 
wholly from one side. Reports to the 
effect , at France and Spain will make 
peace on no terms save Abdel Krim’s 
exile, therefore, may be taken with the 
proverbial grain of. salt, The war- 
weary. French people have no gusto 
for a _ conflict their sons 
must make fresh sacrifices merely to 
help Spain to wreak her ancient hatred 
upon the “Moorish dog.” Moreover, the 
dire economic straits of France, indicated 
by the steady fall of the franc, make an 
honourable peace an urgent necessity. 
Abdel Krim’s demand for the recognition 
of Moroccan independence may. be set off 
against Spain’s call for the complete 
As a middle 
course France, without whose aid Spain 
could. not continue the war, probably 
would be satisfied to recognise Abdel 
Krim’s supremacy in the Moroccan hinter- 
land. This would put an end to the farce 
of the sovereignty of a Sultan who is 
better known among his European hosts 
than among his own people. The inter- 
national zone would remain, however, like 
the Treaty Ports of China, for the safe- 
guarding of European interests in a land 
that must depend for its continued 
progress upon European capital; and 
spheres of influence would be required by 
the. contracting Powers as a condition of 
evacuation of the contested territory. 
Abdel Krim could not afford to hold out

Morocco is designed by nature to be ‘one 
of the richest granaries of the Old World, 
and its geographical pdsition is of immense 
strategic importance.. So long as the 

oors remain a tribal snd relatively back- 
ward people the, Powers must retain a 
condominium upon Moroccan shores: which 
will ptevent the monopoly of power by 
any single European nation. 


} Infected Shaving-Brushes. 


It is serious news that some unsuspecting 
persons in Dublin may be using shavir z- 
brushes which are infected with the deadly 
disease of anthrax. This news is con- 
veyed in the letter which we print to-day 
from the city’s Medical Officer of Health. 
His “opposite number’”’ in Glasgow has 


informed Dr, Russell that shaving-brushes ' 


imported’ from Czecho-Slovakia are 1n- 
fected with anthrax, and that, last 
December, two gross of Czecho-Slovakian 
brushes were consigned from Glasgow to 
a firm of traders in Lower Sackville street. 
These traders are described as “a firm 
of auctioneers and now out of business.” 
Of course, they had no knowledge of the 
potential danger of the foreign brushes, 
and the presumption is that all, or some, 
of the brushes were sold to customers in 
Dublin. If, however, the brushes were 
not distributed in this fashion, and remain 
somewhere unpacked, the members of the 
firm ought to communicate immediately 
with Dr. Russell, who then will be able 
to relieve the public mind. Perhaps, only 
a portion of the consignment has got into 
circulation here, and it is quite possible 
that no brush in that particular consign- 
ment was infected. Nevertheless, the 
citizens cannot afford to take any risks. 
Unless it is established at once and beyond 
doubt that not a single one of the two 
gross of brushes from Glasgow has been 
sold in Dublin, all shaving-brushes which 
have been purchased since last December 
from the present, or Jate, firm of 
auctioneers ought to be destroyed 
instantly. A shaving-brush infected with 
anthrax is a terrible menace to the life 
of the man who uses it; for the spores 
of the disease preserve their virulence 
indefinitely, and their admission through 
the slightest abrasion of the skin may 
have fatal results. Anthrax is common in 
Central Europe and in the Near East. 
The germs are brought to these islands 
most frequently in wool, hair and bristles, 
and there have been many deaths from 
anthrax among persons who handle such

Yesterday, in honour of her birth- 
day, the Government published details of 
the scheme which will abolish Rome’s 
narrow . streets, will transform her into 
a city of open spaces and vistas, and will 
give splendid isolation to classic ruins 
that modern palace and modern tenement 
jostle to-day with equal rudeness. 


LONDON THEATRES. 


AN ITALIAN SEASON AT THE 
GLOBE. 
From OUR OWN VToRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. "' 
Signor Ruggero Ruggeri opened his 
Italian season.at the Globe Theatre with a 
production of “Hamlet.” Those who have 
no knowledge of italian will, no doubt, find 
it difficult to appreciate Signor Ruggeri’s 
rendering, but there is no denying that it 
was very impressive, both to the eye and ear. 
He delivered the many soliloquies most 
effectively, and, generally, played the part in 
a thoughtful and intelligent way, more 
modern in conception than is customary, ‘The 
Italian gets his effects by the varied modula- 
tion and generous inflection of his voice more 
than by his gestures, which are sparing. He 
made his Hamlet a dignified, yet witty, young 
man, playing the earlier: scenes very naturally. 
Later he clearly showed the grief he could 
not understand, and his gradual realisation 


|of the horror of the murder of his father 


was intensely moving. 

The reading of the play was a little un- 
usual. For instance, after Ophelia’s death 
Hamlet returns to the grave alone and 
covers it with flowers, and in the last scene, 
after the duel, he staggers to the throne, 
where he sits, a lifeless figure, while Fortin- 
bras places the emblem of power in his 
hand. The whole performance was deeply 
interesting and very well played by a com- 
petent company. 


“é THE SPORT OF KINGS.’ 

That rollicking farce, ‘‘ The Sport of 
Kings,” which provided the* late Mr. Holman 
Clarke with such a suitable part, has been 
revived at the Savoy Theatre as a stop- 
gap until the new play is ready for presenta- 
tion. Both London and provincial playgoers 
will remember the adventures of that snug 
humbug, Amos Purdie, J.P., when he takes 
a sly interest in the sport of kings, and is 
ersuaded by his butler to act as an outside 
bookie at a local race meeting. All his 
household down to the page boy are secretly 
interested in the races, and the transiorma- 
tion of the staid J.P. into a gambler is a 
rare bit of fun. ' 
The revival is well acted bv Mr. Henry 
Crocker as Amos Purdie, Mr. Corner as the 
butler, Miss Marie Rignold as the innocent 
wife, Miss Molly Hughes as a modern young 
daughter, and Miss Eileen Simonsen as a 
charming secretarv. 


“ TEMPTATION.” 

“He who seeks temptation is a fool. He 
who avoids it is a coward. He who conquers 
it is a@gman.’’ 

These words, spoken by Richard Maitland, 
the hero, form the keynote of a melodramatic 
and sentimental drama entitled ‘‘ ‘lempta- 
tion,” which opened the new season at the 
New Oxford Theatre. The plot is a familiar

The authors of ‘‘ Bongola,” a new play

There is a good deal of propagandism of 
the ‘eternal brotherhood type ” about this 
drama, which, in spite of some fairly good 
acting, became distinctly wearisome towards 
the end. It is a badly constructed play and 
the dialogue is poor, but it is redeemed from 
absolute banality by the undoubted sincerity 
which makes itself felt all the way through. 

Briefly,. the story tells how an educated 
half-caste, with impossible ideals concerning 
the “‘uplift’’ of his people, marries a white 
girl, who only realises what marriage with a 
half-breed means when she gets to Africa. 
Her knowledge comes in a particularly brutal 
manner. After a struggle, in which she 
nearly leaves her husband, a sense of duty 
prevails, and she decided to stay with him 
to assist in his idealistic plan of uplifting his 


race. 

Edmund Willard, as the half-caste, did very 
well, and he conveyed the sense of the in- 
justice under which he was suffering in a 
powerfully delivered speech. A neat little 
study of a Cockney girl who had degenerated 
through her marriage to a negro, was given 
by Miss Beatrice Lewisohn, and some very 
much-needed comic relief was introduced in a 
short scene between two natives. These parts 
were amusingly played by Donald Walcott 
and Napoleon Florent.

ANTHRAX IN SHAVING-BRUSHES. 
LETTER FROM DUBLIN HEALTH 

OFFICER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—My attention has been drawn by the 
Medical Officer of Health for Glasgow to the 
fact that it bas just been discovered that 
shaving-brushes imported from Czecho- 
Slovakia are infected with anthrax, and that 
in December, 1925, two gross of these shaving- 


brushes were consigned irom Glasgow to 
Messrs. J. Jacobs, Lower O'Connell street, 


Dublin, ‘‘ said to be a firm of auctioneers and 
now out of business.” It is, therefore, 1m- 
erative, in view of the great danger of in- 
ection, that any persons who have purchased 
shaving-brushes at any of the auctions carried 
out at that address should immediately 
destroy them. i , 

No case of infection has yet been notified to 
me, but that is no guarantee that the con- 
tinued use of one of these brushes may not 
have a disastrous result.—Yours, etc.,

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The future composition of the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations is being dis- 
cussed at present in every country, and is 
being scientifically studied by the League of 
Nations Societies. The official Committee 
to examine the whole problem of the num- 
ber and the method of election of members 
of the Council will begin work in May. 
Argentina, China, Germany, Poland and 
Switzerland will be represented on it, besides 
the ten present Council members. While 
such thought is being devoted to the matter, 
every contribution of conclusions reached 
through careful examination of all the facts 
and sincere regard for the well-being of man- 
kind as a whole is welcome. The League is 
not a political entity that can act as a 
super-State. It is rather a system of con- 
ference and a machine to be used for promot- 
ing concord. It is not the League that has 
failed, as we shall see. The trouble has 
been that some delegations acted in March 
as if they had not been sent by their respec- 
tive nations to represent them in the League, 
and disaster was nearly brought about: 
through their doing things outside the ambit 
of the League’s machinery which they were 
sent to Geneva to do within it. 

Having escaped disaster, thanks to Sweden, 
who acted up to the true spirit of the Lea we, 4 
Brazil destroyed the outcome of a patched-up 
settlement by her intransigence. Incidentaily, 
her selfishness and the admirable behaviour 
of Sweden have shown (if proof be needed) 
that every member of the League, great or 
small, can act as independently as she desires 
to, and that every member will certainty 
act either in the best interests of the League 
and humanity or alternatively in whatever way 
her delegates consider most to her own ad- 
vantage. In other words, the League is just 
what. its members make it. ‘The policy 
chosen by every national delegation depends 
on the state of organised public — in 
every country, and the support of well-iv- 
formed: public opinion was never more needed 
by the League of Nations than it is just at 
present.—Yours, etc.,

VISIT FROM THE KING AND

Tt was learned authoritatively last. evening 
that the progress of the Duchess of York and 
her infant daughter was as satisfactory as 


-could be wished. 


The King and Queen were awakened 
between three and four o'clock vesterday 
morning to hear of the arrival of their first 
grand-daughter, and they promptly de- 
spatched a message of congratulation from 
Windsor Castle. 

The King and Queen had their first glimpse 
of their baby grand-daughter yesterday after- 
noon, when they paid a visit to 17 Bruton 
street, and congratulated the Duke and 
Duchess of York upon the happy event. 
Their Mayeslies motored up specially from 
Windsor. <A large crowd cheered them as 
they passed into the: house from their car. 

Remaining exactly half an hour, ‘the King 
and Queen heard the most satisfactory ac- 
counts of the Duehess and her baby, which 
is apparently a little below the average 
weight, but is very strong and healthy look- 
ing. ' . 

On leaving the house to re-enter their car 
the King and Queen met with a renewal of 
public ovation, of which they made smilin 
acknowledgment. ‘Lhen they drove to Mar'!- 
borough House to bid good-bye to the 
Princess Victoria, who leaves to-day for a 
stay at Bournemouth. fter saying good- 
bye to the Princess Victoria, Their Majeaties 
motored back to Windsor. ; 

All available members of the Royal family 
made personal calls yesterday at Burton 
street, and those who could not do so sent 
messages of congratulation. An early message 
arrived from Biarritz from the Prince of 
Wales. _Felicitations have arrived in such 
volume that some days must elapse before 
all are answered. In addition to messages 
from Lord Mayors, Mayors and public bodies

The arrangement 
made follows the lines suggested many 
months ago, and it is difficult to under- 
stand why the announcement has been 
delayed so long, particularly as levislation 
ill be necessary. 


The question of a contribution from 
Jersey to the Imperial Exchequer is likely 
to be settled shortly as a result of a com- 
munication from the island received at 
the Home Office to-day. It is said that 
this offers, as the solution of the difficulty 
hitherto experienced, that Jersey will 
provide facilities to the Treasury to 
enable it to deal with the wealthy British 
residents who, to evade taxation, have 
taken to living in the island, while Jerse’ 
will take over the payment of its own 
war pensions.

Mr. 3lythe announced the setting up of a Tariff Commission, 
and any further import duties recommended by it, which the 
Executive Council thought advisable would be put into opera- 
tion forthwith. He thought it undesirable to commit the country to 
a policy of all-round protection in advance o. the Genera! Election. 
The présent tariffs were entitled to a fair chance, and must be given 
a further run of eight or ten years; but he pointed out that, as tariffs 
increase the cost of living, new industries that are developed by tariffs 
are created at the expense of the public. 


RELIEF FOR FORD CARS. 


Ilaving failed to reach an agreement with the British Govern- 
ment for the free importation of motor parts from Messrs. Ford’s 
Cork factory into Great Britain, Mr. Blythe has produced a new 
series of motor taxes, which, in effect, reduce the tax on Ford cars 
built in the Free State from £18 a year to £10. To have agreed to 

a reciprocal arrangement for motor cars to enter Great Britain and 
the i*ree State duty free would, said Mr. Blythe, have meant sacri- 
ficing a revenue of £300,000 a year. The effect of the new taxes 
will be to increase the annual licence on several small imported cars by 
33 1-3 per cent., for the minimum rate has been raised from £6 
to £8. | | 

A steeper and graduated scale of taxation for motor “buses, 
char-a-banes and motor lorries, and an increase from 5/- to 20/- in 
the cost of a driver s licence, are proposed, with the result that the 
Road Fund will receive another £133,000, bringing its total revenue 
to £673,000. 


ROAD POLICY. 


These new taxes are linked up with a new road policy for the 
borrowing of £2,000,000 to .recondition the main highways, and 
£310,000 for the next ten years will bt ear-marked for the repay- 
ment of the loan and interest. At least £1,000,000 of this sum 
may be spent this vear. 

The demands for reductions in the duties on beer and spirits have 
‘been rejected by Mr. Blythe, but, as a concession to the distillers, 
the period for which spirits must be matured is to be increased from 
three to five years, which will add to the duties paid on imported 
whiskey. The increase of 100 per cent. in the duty on wine would 
not, he thought, afford any excuse for increasing the price to the 
amg im large stocks had been withdrawn from bond during the past 
ew weeks. 


DEATH DUTIES. 


The re-grading of death duties, with a maximum of 27 per cent. 
——an increase of 2 per cent. in the case of large estates—against the

“This tax is going to kill broadcasting in 
the Free State,” he added. “ The poor man 
finds it hard enough to pay 10s.

The announcement of the tax on betting 
came as a surprise even to members of the 
Free State Government’s own party, who 
were not prepared for his proposal to 
legalise betting—without, however, repeal- 
ing the Gaming Act of 1845—and to grant 
licences to bookmakers. The proposals 
are :— 

Racecourse Licences for Bookmakers—£10 


per year. 
Starting Price Office Licences for City 
Premises--£20 per year. 

All bets to be taxed 5 per cent. , 

It was learned last night that Mr. 
Blythe has intimated to Deputy P. W. 
' Shaw his willingness to receive a deputa- 
tion from persons interested in racing 
before the proposed tax is embodied in the 
Finance Bill. In order to make arrange- 
-ments for the selection of such a deputa- 
tion a meeting of all affected by the new 
tax will be held to-day at the Curragh. 


“THE DEATH-KNELL.” 

Mr. P. L. Smyth, the well-known Dublin 
turf accountant, interviewed last might, 
said:—‘* The taxation proposals of the 
Fin-~ce Minister sounds the death-knell of 
Ivish racing. | Worse still, they will have 
the effect of killing the Irish bloodstock 
breeding industry. 

“I do not see how the clause prohibiting 
betting outside Saorstat Eireann can become 
operative. It would nominally mean a 
cessation of dealings with commission agents 
in Northern Ireland, England, and Scotland, 
but business could still be carried on by 
means of codes, as heretofore. 

“The tax of five per cent. will have to he 
paid on non-runners as well as on starters, 
and it hits the bookmaker very severely. It 
does not matter whether the bookmaker or 
the backer has to pay it; the tax will be 
most unpopular. It is a most unfair imposi- 
tion, too, because, whether a horse wins or 
loses or does not run, the Government gets 
lis money every time. To use a common 
phrase—‘ It’s not a fair hunt.’ 

'“On the cther band, the Gaming Act has 
not been repealed, so that, while the Govern- 
ment collects its tax from the bookmaker, it 
gives him no protection against those who do 
not pay what they owe him.” 

Mr. Smyth  facetiously described Mr. 
Blythe’s betting tax as a reflection of the 
efforts of Lord Newton and the Anti-Gambling 
League. ‘“‘If the late Mr. John Hawke, the 
indefatigable Secretary of the Anti-Gambling 
League, were alive,” he said, “he would 
have been delighted to have seen his life’s 
efforts receiving the imprimatur of the Finance 
Minister of the Irish Free State.” 


ANOTHER VIEW. 

Another well-known commission agent, 
interviewed last night, expressed’ the view 
that making it obligatory to carry on betting 
only ou racecourses or on premises in respect 
of which a £20 licence duty has been paid, 
seemed quite sound, as it should tend to 
control betting; but the tax was open to one 
or two questions. For instance, if one book- 
maker had too much money for a horse and 
gave .portion to another ,bookmaker, and if 
both were taxed on that, it would mean a 
double tax. 

Explaining this, he said, ‘‘ Supposing a man 
gives me £100 for a horse, I have to pay 5 
per cent, tax. Supposing I cannot carry it, 
and 1 pass £50 of it to another man in the 
town, do they expect him to pay £2 10s.? He 
would be paying 5 per cent. on half of what 
I ho!d, so that itt would be a tax of 10 per 
cent. You would be paying the tax twice 
over. There ought to be. some provision made 
for exempting people covering money in this 
way and exempting transactions between 
bookmakers. ”’ 

This exemption; he said, should apply to 
transactions between bookmakers here and in 
England, because when hot favourites ran in 
England a great deal of money from this 
country was “laid off” to them. 

The tax, he said, would be paid by the 
bookmakers, but it would be put on the 
punter, in some such way, perhaps, as paying 
smaller odds. If a horse was backed at 10 
to 1, the winning punter probably would be 
paid at 9 to 1, or on some such principle. The 
tax would affect the punter just as the amuse- 
ment tax affected the theatre-goer. 

The provisions of the Gaming Act, he 
mentioned, should not be enforced if backing 
was made legal. It was like taking money 
from the bookmakers and not giving them a 
chance to get their own money back. If the 
Government made betting legal, there was no 
need to maintain the illegality by allowing a 
man to plead the Gaming Act. 


EXCISE DUTIES. 


THE 100 PER CENT 
INCREASE ON WINE. 


A prominent wine and spirit merchant in 
the city stated in the course of an interview 
last night that the increased duty on wine 
would be considered to-day at a meeting of 
the Executive of the Licensed ‘Grocers’ and 
Vintners’ Protection Association, and until 
then he was not in a position to state 
definitely what the increase would mean to 
the public, or when it would come into force. 

The price of wine, he added, had been 
stiffening, and the fact that whiskey could 
not be taken out of bond for an additional 
two vears was another matter that would 
require consideration, In fact, he said, the 
entire price list of all liquors would have to 
be gone into most rainutely, but he could not 
state that the price of whiskey would be 
greater than ‘it 1s now, 

The issue of a civeunlar by an English firm 
of ale makers, intimating the opeiting of.a 
head office in Dublin, where thev had oftices 
eight years ago, gave the impression to mem- 
the trade that there would be a 
the beer duty, and it was a 
disappointment that no reduction had taken 
piace, 
“If a man calls for a glass of wine at the 
counter to-morrow,’’ he was asked, “will he 
be charged the extra 100 per cent. duty?” 
‘Oh, no,;’’ replied the merchant, “ he will 
not. The whole price list will have to be 
revised, and until the Executive meet and 
come to a decision I cannot give you any 
definite information about it.’ 

WINE DUTIES. 
A prominent member of the Dublin licensed 
vintners retail trade said that on the average 
port wine at present the duty was 6s. per 
gallon, or six bottles. In future the dutv 
would be 12s. a gallon, which would mean 
an increase of one shilling per bottle. Whether 
the customer’ ordering one glass over the 
counter would have to pay an increase on the 
present price of. one shilling per glass, he was 
unable to say. 

As regards champagne, he said the duty at 
present was 30s. per dozen bottles; now it 
would be 60s., or an increase of 2s. 6d. per 
bottle. | 

In the lighter quality wines the increased 
duty will be relatively less, and consequently 
the percentage of increase will be less, 

'“ BREWERIES MAY CLOSE.’’ 

Mr. McLean (Mountjoy Brewery, Dublin): 
“The non-reduction of the beer duty means 
the ruination of a lot of breweries: that is 
all I can say.”

A CLEARING HOUSE TO BE 
SET UP. 


Every Free State citizen with invest- 
ments in Great Britain or Northern Ire- 
land will welcome the announcement made 
by Mr. Blythe in his Budget speech that 
the problem of double taxation has been 
solved. 


\ 

Hitherto income tax has been paid to both 
the Free State and the British Governments, 
and the machinery by which refunds» have 
been obtained has been far from mtigetory 
The new system should reduce incofivenience 
and irritation to a minimum. 

The text of the agreement sighed by Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Blythe on Behalf of their 
respective Governments was issued last night 
as a White Paper. 

Under it a person who for any year is resi- 
dent in the Free State will be entitled to 
claim exemption from. British income tax in 
respect of income arising in that year in 
Great Britain or Northern Ireland, and con- 
versely a person resident in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland will be entitled to exemp- 
tion from Free State income tax in respect of 
income arising in that year in the Free State, 
A person exempted in either country will be 
chargeable to tax in the other country to the 
extent of the full income exempted, subject 
to the usual deductions and allowances. 

A person who, within the meaning of the 
Income Tax Acts, lives in both the Free Stato 
and Great -Britain will be taxed in both 
countries; but he will be entitled to relief to 
the extent of the lower of the two taxes, and 
the cost of his relief will be shared equally by 
the two Exchequers. 

The administrative details have not been 
settled, but Mr. Blythe states that a clearing- 
house will be established to deal with 
‘double residents ” and to settle all disputed 
claims in the case of “‘ single residents.”’ 

The arrangement will not have an ap- 
preciable effect on the revenue. Mr. Blythe 
says that ‘‘ we shall be approximately where 
we are at present.”’ 


“The double taxation arrangement is very 
satisfactory,’ said Mr. J. N. Jacob, the 
President of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce. ‘“‘T have had more complaints about 
this matter than any other,”’ 

“The double income tax arrangement,’’ 
said Senator Andrew Jameson, “is first 
class.”

, ‘**'The Corporation Profits Tax, admittedly 

even by the Minister himself, should 
now\be more acceptable to the smaller com- 
panies,” was Senator Andrew. Jameson’s 
comment, 

“The change in the Corporation Tax is 
fair,’ said Mr. Jonathan Goodbody, of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce. “This is a 
hard tax upon companies with a large pre- 
ference capita! and a small ordinary capital, 
because the charge comes upon the ordinary 
capital no matter how big the profit is. 

‘‘ We want a balanced Budget. We do not 
want a ós. income tax this year and a 5s. 
income tax next. Fluctuating income tax 
does not help trade in the long run. A cer- 
tain and steady security is most desirable. 

“Nor do we want a debased or inflated 
currency in this country. . If the Budget. is 
not made-to balance every year we certainly 
have a depreciated currency.”’

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FOUNDER OF LINCOLN 
CATHEDRAL. 


REMAINS DISCOVERED IN 
LEADEN COFFIN. 

To set at rest doubts which have existed 
for centuries as to the exact resting place of 
Bishop Remigius, the founder of Lincoln 
Cathedral, who died in 1092, his reputed 
tomb in the Cathedral Choir has been opened 
in the presence of the Dean, Precentor and 
Sub-Dean. ; 

A leaden coffin was found, containing a 
skeleton in a mood stato of preservation, as 
well as a chalice and a fragment of a crozi>r, 
There were no traces of vestments or clothing, 
but the small! size of the coffin—only fifty- 
one inches sixteen wide, and eleven 
deep-—makes it virtually certain that the 
remains are those of  Remigius, who was 
traditionally noted for his smal] stature. He 
died four days before the Cathedral was con- 
secrated, and was originally buried in the 
nave, but afterwards the remains were moved 
more thah once. Nothing was disturbed, and 
the tomb was sealed up again. 

Remigius, while Almoner of Fecamp, con- 
tributed a ship and twenty knights to William 
the Conqueror’s force for the invasion of 
ingland in 1067. He was consecrated Bishop 
of Dorchester (in Oxfordshire), a See which he 
transferred to Lincoln in 1073 in consequence 
of the decree of the previous year issued by 
the Council of Windsor.

From A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Wednesday Night. 

Even now it is not at all certain that 
Mr, Churchill proposes to follow the lead 
given him by Mr. Blythe and legalise 
betting. The Cabinet does not seem to 
be unanimous in its desire to impose a 
tax of the kind, and it is just possible 
that no such step will be taken at present 
by the Chancellor. 

The position has become very interest- 
ing. Positive statements were made last 
week in quarters closely in touch with the 
Government that such a tax had been 
approved by the Cabinet—that is, a tax 
on credit betting, which would not require 
the passing of legislation to legalise 
betting. In the past day or two, however, 
a note of uncertainty has crept into those 
same quarters. The Cabinet is said to be 
divided, and the matter is in abeyance. 


MR. DIXEY’S BALLOON. 


The incident of Mr. Dixey’s bill to-day 
does possess, a certain significance. It 
shows that opinion on the Conservative 
side is just a little hesitant. Mr. Dixey, 
I think, wanted to do a service to Mr. 
Churchill by making a signal. It could 
not be an accurate signal, inasmuch as no 
one expects Mr. Churchill to propose to 
legalise betting; and the Dixey bill had 
to be one to legalise betting, because no 
other object would require a bill. It was 
rejected by the House owing to the fact 
that not only Ministers, with the excep- 
tion of Viscount Curzon, but a large 
number of Conservatives, abstained from 
voting. 

There 1s just this to be said about Mr. 
Dixey’s trial balloon—had the majority 
been in favour of the bill, it would have 
| stimulated the movement towards that 
measure of taxation on betting which Mr. 
Churchill is believed to have in view. The 
great lack in the case of this tax will be 
moral approval, and all the hesitancy and 
contradictoriness of thé present pre-Budget 
atmosphere amount to a confession that 
Ministers are conscious of this lack. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S TEMPTATION. 


The temptation to Mr. Churchill of an 
immediate tax on credit bookmaking is 
great. He can employ the argument that 
betting can hardly be increased by putting 
a tax on it, and he can claim a certain 
correspondence between this position and 
that of drink, which the religious bodies 
do not wish to see absolved from any 
fraction of its taxation. 

He has also a powerful encouragement 
in the letter written a week or two ago 
by peers, both Liberal and Conservative, 
who have had experience in the Dominions 
and have seen the working of the system 
there. 3 


THE ROAD LOAN. 
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WHAT Mh. BLYTHE DID NOT 
SAY. 


A Political Correspondent writes :— 

Mr. Blyth, as I anticipated in yesterday's 
Trish Times, has gone—like Lanna MacCree’s 
dog—only a small part of the way with the 
interests concerned.in modern road transport. 
He indicates that he “ might ” borrow up to 
£2,000,000 for the ‘‘ reconstruction and im- 
provement ” of Free State roads. What— 
having regard to his other motor provisions— 
is the value of this hypothetical concession ? 

To answer this question, even provisionally, 
necessarily involves a hrief review of the 
transport discussions and developments which 
have occurred during the last vear. 

When the Free State assumed administra- 
tive functicns and incorporated them in the 
Ministries Bill of 1924, Railways were assigned 
to the Ministry of Industry and Commerce; 
Canals to the Ministry of Finance, and Har- 
hours fo various Government departments. 
Road Transport, for some undefined reason, 
was handed over to the “extern ” Ministry 
for Local Government. In pursuance of 
British regulations, the Minister for Local 
Government promptly appointed a ‘‘ Roads 
Advisory Committee ’—under the chairman- 
ship of Senator P. W. Kenny. Having spent 
many months upon its terms of reference, that 
committee presented a detailed report, dated 
the 25th February, 1925, in which it made 
definite and detailed recommendations as to 
methods of road construction and finance. 
Basing his policy and programme upon the 
committee’s report, the Minister for Local 
Government, last July. announced his inten- 
tion to spend £3,800,000 upon reconstructing 
1,500 miles of main roads. For nine months 
his programme was “ held-up ' by Mr. Blyth, 
who now agrees that, roughly, half of Mr. 
Burke's proposals “ might ” be sanctioned. 

During the period which has elapsed since 
the committee reported, and Mr. Burke 
adopted their main recommendations, the 
National Transport Congress has pressed for 
much more far-reaching reforms, and the Irish 
Farmers’ Union and the Irish Railway Stock- 
holders’ Association have endorsed the pro- 
posals of the National Congress. 

Now, Mr. Blythe—ignoring alike the find- 
ings of the official ‘Roads Advisory Committee, 
the Farmers’ Union, the National Transport 
Congress, and of County Councils in various 
parts of the Free State, announces that the 
Government “‘ might’* borrow something like 
one-tenth of the sum which is necessary to 
make the main roads of the Free State fit 
to bear modern motor transport. 7 
It is obviously ‘impossible to examine Mr. 
Blythe’s proposals. for the increased taxation 
of commercial lorries and motor "buses until 
the full text of his speech is available. But 
the mere fact that his proposed scale of 
taxation, while not less oppressive than that 
which prevails in Northern Ireland, fails to 
mitigate the difficulties of road transport 
across the boundary would appear to call for 
drastic amendment. | 

Upon another aspect of Mr. Blythe’s pro- 
pestle, the prospect of a staff of expert 
officials, who will be capable of ascertaining 
seventy-five per cent. of the cost of producing 
vehicles attribatable to manufacturing opera 
tions performed thereon, or in relation thereto, 
in Saorstát Eireann, can hardly prove to be 
reassuring to citizens who are concerned to 
reduce expenditare upon the staffing of 
Government departments. 

Whether the directors of Ford’s motor 
works at Cork will. be satisfied with a con- 
cession which affects less than five per cent. 
of their output, and does nothing to help 
them in British markets is an interesting 
question. But that, and many other aspects 
of Mr. Blythe's transport » must 
await later examination. In the meantime, :t 
is reasonably safe to anticipate that Mr. 
Blythe’s transport p s are more likely 
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to arouse adverse criticism than to stimulate 
the imagination and activities of transport 
agencies.

Satisfaction at the consequent progress that 
will result from the lessening of the tax on the 
Ford motor car, from £18 to £10, was the 
keynote of the interview given by Mr. E. L. 
Clarke, manager of the Ford Car Company, 
Cork, to an /rish Times representative last 
night. 

“ Speaking for the company,” he said, ‘‘ we 
are phianed that the vind ‘ton has been put 
on a more equitable basis than formerly. In 
the past our sales were hampered to a t 
extent by the heavy tax. The Ford car, being 
cheap, is used mostly by me of limited 
means. It was a great hardship on such 
people to have to pay £18 per year tax, 
whereas other makes of cars costing three or 
four times the price paid much less in road 
tax. 

“The existing formula for horse-power cal- 
culation was designed to encourage and assist 
ea“; of British manufacture, and discourage 
the importation of American and other foreign 
cars. e designs of a British and an Ameri- 
can car are different in many respects, and 
the horse-power formula used did not take 
into consideration all the factors entering into 
horse-power production. 

“ Apart from this fact, owing to the car 
being made in the Free State, it was con- 
sidered that it is entitled to some encourage- 
ment. The public demand all over the 
country for a reduction of the road tax has 
been very strong. Farther, the second-hand 
car market was greatly restricted because of 
the very high percentage of tax as compa 
to the prices ruling for such cars. The reduc- 
tion of the tax should, and will, add to the 
production and output for the Irish market, 
and result in more employment of drivers, 
garage mechanics, etc. 

At the present time all the truck bodies 
and touring car bodies are built at Cork, and 
the company are now installing equipment 
for the manufacture, apholstering and enamel- 
ling of saloon bodies, coupés, etc. This eamp- 
ment will be ready for production im the 
course of a month or six weeks.” 


“ OUTRAGEOUS.” 


“Tt is a most outrageous thing, and if 
it goes through as it stands it will destroy 
the motor trade throughout -the whole 
country." 

This was the view of Mr. R. W. Archer, 
the head of Messrs. Archer and Son, the 
well-known motor agents, oí Dublin, in the 
course of an interview given before he caught 
the boat train for London yesterday evening. 

‘Tt is a very serious state of affairs for 
the motor trade,” said. Mr. Archer, .“* and the 
new proposals are extremely unfair to users 
of motor cars other than Fords. It is also 
a serious thing for the transport of, the 
country. The whole thing is entirely in 
favour of Cork, and considering that 96 per 
cent. of the Cork business has been with 
Manchester, I do not see how the trade !s 
going to stand for it. I have never known 
such scandalous discrimination in favour of 
any particular make of car in any country, 
as is proposed in favour of Ford's, and | 
have no hesitation in saying publicly that ‘t 
is an absolute outrage. Ii it goes through 
we may all close down except the Ford 
dealers.” 

Mr. Archer also thought that the new 
scale in respect of commercial vehicles was 
most unfair, and said that it could only 
result in destroying the motor transport in 
the country. 


‘UNFAIR SUBSIDY.” 

‘My first impression,” said Mr, F. M. 
Summerfield, head of the motor firm of that 
name, “ is that there will be unanimous re- 
sentraent amongst members of the trade 
against Mr. Blythe’s new proposals. I think 
that his introduction of a new _ principle 
of protection within the State by means 
of a preferential road tax puts an unfair 
burden on the trade by subsidising one -ec- 
tion at the expense of another. Aiter all, 
the fact that the car is made in the Free 
State does no‘ mean that it will have any 
less destructive effect on the s, and if 
the horse power tax is to be retained it ought 
to be distributed equally. 

“ I further think,” said Mr. Summerfield, 
“ that the increase in the minimum annual 
taxation charge írom £6 to £8 is most un- 
fortunate, as that will hit obviously those 
people who have got to consider not only the 
initial cost, but the subsequent running— 
and it is them only the low beast power car 
has any appeal. I think th's is a point that 
should be stressed. The increase of the 
minimum tax will hit an extremely large 
number -f people of strictly limited means, 
who have had a hard struggle to get the 
price of the car. The users of such smali 
popular cars as the Citroén and Renault, to 
mention only two, will now have their annual 
tax increased by 25 per cent. 


A RETROGRADE STEP. 

“ Then, again, the re-introduction of the 
disearded British horse power 1923 formula ts 
distinctly unfortunate. .That formula is 
everywhere condemned, and several com- 
mittees have sat from time to time trving to 
devise some more suitable formula, and there 
is no doubt they will evolve some other more 
equitable basis of taxation. To think that 
after thre years we should go back to that 
formul: is, to my mind, a retrograde step. 

“I do not see how such a change will 
get any substantia] increase in revenue.’ My 
view of the whole thing is that it is a vote- 
catching expediency on the part of the 
Minister for Finance. It is merely a sop to 
the present head of Ford's on the eve of a 
General Election, 

“The advantages are more apparent than 
real, and among the general body of motorists 
there will Le a feeling that they are being 
forced to subsidise the users of Ford cars. It 
is not generally known that the vast majority 
of Ford cars used in the Free State are 
English made; and that the Irish Ford owner 
has to pay a substantial amount more for 
his Irish-made Ford than for the English- 
made Ford. I think the difference in price is 
£25. The proportion of Ford cars made in 
the Free State is a very small ratio to the 
whole.” 
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THE DRIVING LICENCE. 
Referring to the proposal to increase the 
drivers’ licences from 5s. to 20s. a year, Mr. 
Summerfield said :—‘It will hit particularly 
the working man who has to drive for his 
living. I call it unhesitatingly a crying 
scandal,”’ he concluded. 


PROHIBITION 
INQUIRY. 


THE 


THRUST AT THE “ WETS.” 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

At to-day’s proceedings before the Senate 
Prohibition Investigation Committee, a letter 
was presented from Mr. Pinchot, Governor 
of Pennsylvania, in which he submitted 
statistics to prove that: the enforcement of 
the law in Pennsylvania has been steadily 
improving. The letter stated that shortly 
after taking office, in 1923, he caused an 
investigation to be made in ól cities and 
towns. Of 632 saloons then visited, a re 
cent inspection showed that 528 had gone. 
In the City of Erie, for example, 65 existed 
in 1923; to-day there were only 20. In 
tLe steel town of Farrell 20 ‘‘dives’’ of the 
lowest kind were open in 1923; to-day there 
was not one. Whereas in the autumn 
of 1923 an investigator in one evening could 
count 150 to 250 intoxicated. people and 
300 to 400 on Saturdays, a recent trip 
during the same hours through the same 
streets showed only three persons under the 
influence of liquor.

COAL MINING 
PROBLEM. 


SITUATION STILL | 
'  SBRIOUS, 


TO-DAY’S MEETING OF 
OWNERS AND MEN, 


The coal] situation is still very delicate, 
and much will depend on to-day’s meeting 
between the miners and the owners, in 
which it is not the intention of the Govern- 
ment to intervene unless they are requested 
by the parties. 

At the same time it is unlikely that 
Mr. Baldwin will allow to-day to pass 
without being in touch with the two sides, 
or the Trades Union Congress Committee, 
who, possibly, after seeing the Miners’ 
Executive to-day, will seek an interview 
with the Prime Minister. 

Yesterday afternoon the Prime Minister 
received the owners represented by the 
Central Mining Committee at 10 Downing 
street. At the conclusion of the inter- 
view, which lasted for an hour and a half, 
an Official statement was issued in which 
it was stated that the Mining Association 
informed the Prime Minister that they 
were to meet the Miners’ Federation at 
eleven o’clock this morning. 

It was afterwards gathered that a dis- 
cussion arose on the owners’ suggested 
wage scales and their demand for district 
as against national agreements. 

The Prime Minister is believed to have 
told the owners’ representatives the result 
of his recent interview with the Miners’ 
Executive, and of their declared determi- 
nation to resist any attempt to negotiate 
district settlements. 

At their meeting yesterday afternoon the 
Miners’ Executive considered the draft of 
the owners’ proposed new national agree- 
ment clause by clause. . 

The real tussle to-day will be over the 
issue of a uniform minimum percentage 
as against variable district minima. 

After a short adjournment the Execu- 
tive had another long session last night, 
and discussed with representatives of 
colliery deputies and enginemen’s organisa- 
tions plans for ensuring the safety of the 
pits should a stoppage occur.

DOUBLE TAXATION. 


SETTLING A VEXED 
QUESTION, 


In an editorial article The Times remarks — 
An agreement, subject to ratification by the 
Parliaments of the two countries, was signed 
on April 14th by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the Finance Minister of the 
Irish Free State for getting rid of the 
vexed question of double taxation. The 
establishment of the Irish Free State 
was responsible for the difficulty, inasmuch 
as two taxing authorities took the place of 
one. The long-suffering taxpayers who have 
been compelled to pay income tax to both 
countries have complained bitterly of the 
unfairness of the exaction, and last summer 


Mr. Churchill admitted that there was . a 
good deal of individual hardship. It un- 
doubtedly tended to interfere with and 


restrict the economic relations of the two 
countries, and a proposal was put forward in 
Dublin about a year ago for abolishing the 
income tax there. The Free State Govern- 
ment obviously could not agree to this pro- 
posal, since income tax receipts represent 
about one-sixth of the total tax revenue of 
the country, and negotiations for an agree- 
ment which has now been reached provide 
for reciprocal exemption from income tax 
and super tax of persons who are resident in 
Great Britain and Northern Jreland or in 
the Irish Free State, but are not resident in 
both ‘countries. 

Thus residents in the Irish Free State 
will be entitled to exemption from British 
tax in respect of all income originating in 
Great Britain or Northern Ireland; similarly 
residents in Great Britain or Northern Ire- 


land will be exempt from Irish Free 
State tax on all income arising im 
the Free State. In the case of persons 
who are resident in both countries 


relief from double taxation will be allowed 
im accordance with Section 27 of the Finance 
Act of 1920. which provides for relief in 
respect of Colonial double taxation; but the 
rate of relief will be one-half of the taxpayer's 
appropriate rate of British tax or one-half of 
the appropriate rate of Irish Free State tax, 
whichever happens to be the lower. Certain 
regulations are laid down for calculating the 
— rate of tax. 
i hose concerned should, “however, not 
imagine that income exempted from tax in 
one country will be exempt from tax in the 
country of domicile. Any person who is 
exempted from British income tax under this 
agreement in respect of income arising in 
this country is to be chargeable to Irish Free 
State tax in respect of his British income, 
and similarly any person exempted from Irish 
Free State income tax on income originating 
in the Free State will have to pay income tax 
to the British Government in respect of it. 
Under the agreement a company, whether 
meorporated here or in the Free State, will 
be regarded as ‘resident in that country in 
which ite business is managed and controlled, 
Arrangements mav be made to avoid the 
collection of both British and Irish Free State 
income tax on the same income without allow- 
ance for the reliefs provided for under the 
agreement. 

It is to be hoped that something practicable 
on these lines wil! be arranged; for the diffi- 
culty of securing repayment of overpaid tax 
within a reasonable period is too common not 
to be understood.

CATTLE MOVEMENTS IN 
YORKSHIRE. 

Following representations from the York- 
shire districts and from the National Farmers’ 
Union, the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries announced yesterday evening that 
an Order had been issued, to operate on the 
22nd inst., whereby fat animals will be per- 
mitted to be moved out of the infected area 
aronnd Driffield to a specified slaughter- 
house in Hall, Huddersfield, Leeds or Sheffield, 
which cities are likewise subject to the In. 
fected Areas Restrictions. 

No animals will be permitted to be moved 
from premises within two miles of an out. 
break of foot-and-mouth disease, and all 
animals moved under the Order will have 
to be slaughtered within 24 hours of arrival 
at the slaughter-house.

When the Irish Railways Board sat at

proposals for a reduction in the wages and 
salaries of railway employés. ey 

These proposals would reduce labour 
costs by £319,000 per annum, or o 
per cent, of the companies’ salaries and 
wages bill in 1925, and the wage and 
salary reductions would average 6s, 8d. 
and ós. 10d. per week respectively, After 
the reductions have taken effect the men’s 
average rate of wage will still be, roughly, 
two and a half times their 1913 rate. 
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It was also stated that the companies’ | 
net income in 1925 was less than one- 
half that of 1913, and there was one 


million pounds less than in 19135 for pay- 
ment of interest and dividends,

The position to-day, as compared with 
August.

A comparison of the companies’ accounts 
for the years 1925, 1924 and 1915 showec 
that there had been a reduction in 1925 of 1. 
per cent. iu receipts and of 9 per cent, 
expenditure, as compared with 1924; also, 
that, after allowing for miscellaneous rece! tá 
and expenditure, the net income had fallen 
from £1,.290,592 to £865,856, the latter 
amount being insufficient, to the extent o

Diminished traffic receipts did not, how

CORK PROBATE ACTION. 


A £20,000 ESTATE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
SPECIAL JURY.) 

The hearing was commenced of the probate 
suit of Spratt and another v. Foott and 
others. The plaintiffs, Richard Spratt, of 
Carrigacunna Castle, Co. Cork, and Carlo 
Haines, of The Bungalow, High Barnett, 
Hertfordshire, England, claimed to be the 
executors of the last will, dated the 5th 
September, 1923, of George Carlton Foott, 
late of Carrigacunna Castle, deceased, who 
died on the 28th November, 1925, and to have 
the will established.

Carroll and Son), appeared for the plaintiffs ;

“Mr. Wood. K.C., opening the case for the 
plaintifis,.said that the last will was made by 
the deceased, George Carlton Foott, on the 
5th September, 1923, and on the 28th 
November, 1925, he died at the age of 86, 
so that it was not a death-bed will.

BUILDING MATERIALS | 


FROM ABROAD. 


IMPORTS STEADILY 
INCREASING. 


British manufacturers of building materials 
are beginning to be disturbed by the increase 
11 the importation of bricks, tiles, slates, and 
cement from the Continent. Trade last year 
in building materials was good except in one 
or two districts, and for some things there 
was actual difficulty in getting delivery of 
orders. For this reason a tendency on the 
part of private builders and of local authori- 
ties to buy Belgian bricks and Dutch tiles did 
net provoke much comment. The demand for 
Fletton bricks is still in excess of the output, 
although this has been greatly expanded ; but 
brickmakers in other districts, and slate and 
tile merchants, have realised that they are 
faced with a serious problem. 

Foreign  brick imports rose from 
a total of less than £18,000 in 1925 to 
more than £450,000 in 1925; the value of 
foreign tiles imported in 1923 was £95,000, 
and last vear was nearly £430,000. . Foreign 
cement imports advanced from £595,000 in 
1923 to £540.000 in 1925, while in the case of 
foreign slates an import value of £1,000 in 
1920 had risen to £85,000 last year. The 
most disquieting feature, it is noted, is that 
the foreign import in nearly every case is not 
only increasing, but that the increase is an 
accelerating one. In the case of both bricks 
and tiles, the imports doubled in value last 
year. 

" Most of the bricks brought from abroad are 
used on the east, south-east. and south coasts 
and in localities near to the Thames. The 
number imported is now at the rate of 
j€L.000,000 a vear. This mav seem a small 
matter when it is said that the British out- 
put of bricks is 5,000,000,000 in a year, and 
there is no doubt that authorities responsible 
for housing scheme are still resorting to 
foreign bricks because they cannot obtain 
prompt and sufficient supplies of the Fletton 
quality. ‘there are British makers, however. 
with unsold stocks who would be glad to get 
the orders which are going to the Continent 

The quality of foreign’ bricks is 
steadily improving, and the foreign manufac- 
turers make no secret of their hopes that on 
the foundation obtained’ by selling cheap 
bricks in the country during a period when 
these have been urgently required, they will 
secure a permanent footing in our markets. 

The competition of foreign tiles is felt more 
generally than is the case with bricks. The 
tiles come over by the Harwich-Zeebrucge 
ferry in trucks which can be forwarded to 
any railway. station in England, and the ex- 
porters give an undertaking to make good 
any breakages. Foreign tiles, it is sub- 
mitted, are a poor substitute for British 
slates, but they are offered at competitive 
prices, and there are builders who will use 
them. As a result several British slate and 
tile firms are at the present time practically 
without orders. The Continent is now be- 
coming a competitor in some kinds of cast- 
ings, and it is stated that considerable num- 
bers of German baths of good quality are 
coming into the country. This, it may be, 
is not immediately to be deplored, as criti- 
eism of the price list of the National Light 
Castings Association has not entirely disap- 
peared. 


VITALITY OF GAS 
INDUSTRY. 


—— 


The vitality of the gas industry was 
forcilfiy but artistically emphasised at the 
opening of the new showrooms of the Gas 
Light and Coke Company, in Westminster, on 
the site which saw the start of the first gas 
company in the world in 1812. 

o-day, the company has 1,100,000 con- 
sumers throughout an area of 265 square 
miles of London and its environs, and, de- 
spite the competition of electricity, the gas 
industry as a whole has seen in the last three 
or four years the greatest expansion in its 
history. The explanation was in part 
supplied by the extensive and tastefully de- 
corated suite of showrooms, which the 
governor of the company and directors invited 
a large party to inspect. There was 
here displayed all that the modern gas 
engineer has devised for the economical and 
labour-saving use of gas. The range of gas 
fires alone ened how art has been enlisted 
to aid utility, while above hung bowl. lights 
so cunningly designed that the inevitable 
gaspipe was not even suggested. The re- 
search work carried on into the improvement 
of incandescent mantles, uncrackable globes, 
and distant control of gas points was 
apparent in wall and ceiling fittings, but the 
most valuable advances: in a field which is 
mainly reserved. for gas alone, were shown 
in the improved cooking, water heating, and 
refuse burning units. Simplicity of 
apparatus, absence of dirt-arresting corners, 
ease of cleaning, and maximum of heat or 
gas consumed were strikingly evident. 

The Mayor of Westminster said that 
Whitehall, illuminated by high-pressure gas 
lamps, was considered one of the best lighted 
streets in the world.

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NEW- BUILDING OF, MESS RS. JOHN ATKI 
(‘* McCKENZIES “')',/ CORK. 


The well-known premises ori Camden quay 
and Pine street, Cork, of Messrs. John Atkins 
and*’Co., Ltd., and known as ‘‘McKenzies’ ”’ 
Seed and Farming Implement Warehouse, 
have been rebuilt during the past twelve 
months, sthe adjoining premises oe As been 
acquired and added to the former warehouse 
space. The new building presents a very 
pleasing and picturesque appearance, and the 
details of the corner house have been re- 
peated and improvd on with effect. 

The ground and upper floors each measure 
100 feet by 66 feet, and are well lighted from 
the front and side street, and on the upper 
floor a well designed opening is provided, and 
a continuous ridge light of patent glazing 
throws the light to the ground floor with al- 
most daylight effect, thereby diminishing the 
use of artificial lighting. 

The fioors are carried on rolled steel joists 
and supported by similar material, encased 
with cement concrete in octogon form, with 
moulded caps and bases and cut, moulded 
and panelled facias throughout, and timber 
trunks and perforated gratings to carry off 
the heated air to a high level.

IMPROVEMENTS 
Er FECTED. 


Were the roadways of every local authority 
in the Irish Free State to be dealt with in a 
manner similar to that in which those of the 
City of Cork have been done, not alone would 
the users of all kinds of vehicles, whether 
horse-drawn, motor, or steam propelled, be 
satisfied, but the ratepayers generally would 
have reason for gratification at the large 
economies that would be effected in the 
annual cost of maintenance, as well as the 
big saving effected in the cost of the cleans-

ing. 

Tn 1925 a contract was entered into by 
those responsible for the civic administration 
of Cork with the South of Ireland Asphalt 
Company, Ltd., for the reconstruction of 
about 75,000 square yards of the city road- 
ways. ‘The terms of contract were that the 
work should be completed within six months, 
and that the contractors maintain the 
streets and roads in good condition free of 
all costs for a period of ten years. 

The citizens had previous proof of the ex- 
cellence of the work executed by the South 
of Ireland Asphalt Company in the large 
number of streets which had been laid by the 
company between 1913 and 1920. 

On July 24th last year the South of Ire- 
land Asphalt Company commenced the work 
on their contract for the re-making of the fol- 
lowing roadways :—

Notwithstanding the difficulties caused by 4 
big fire at the company’s works at Victoria 
road, Cork, the work was completed on 
January 24th, 1926, exactly six months. : 

The surface of the asphalt roadways 1s 
such that if the streets are kept clean horses 
can travel with ease and safety. . 
Amongst the roadways which the contract 
just concluded by the South of Ireland 
Asphalt Company included were those of the 
thoroughfares, recently retarred, along which 
the heaviest traffic o~ the city proceeds, and 
to facilitate the progress of horses and motors 
alike the company used a special preparation 
known as “one coat asphalt,” the nature of 
which, it is claimed, is such as that a horse 
can travel with the greatest comfort, while 
it has, in addition, a special non-skid surface. 

The company have another preparation 
which is specially made for reconstruction of 
rural roadways. With this the company give 
a five years’ upkeep guarantee, while the life 
of the road on which the preparation has been 
used will, under ordinary conditigns, last for 

í years.

PLANNING. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 


The International Conference on Housing 
and Town Planning will be held at Vienna in 
Sept ‘er this year, under the auspices of 
the Mayor and Council of the City of Vienna. 
It has been arranged by the International 
Federation of Town and Country Planning 
and Garden Cities. The President is Mr. 
Ebenezer Howard, and the Vice-Presidénts are 
Sir John Sulman, K.B.E.,Australia; Stradtrat 
Anton Weber, Austria; Senator Vinck, Bel- 
gium; Dr. F. L. Prochazka, Czecho-Slovakia ; 
J. C, Jensen, M.P., Denmark; Saleh Enan 
Pasha, Egypt; Professor Eliel Saarinen, Fin- 
land; Louis Bonnier, France; Dr. R. Schmidt, 
Germany; Viscount Astor, Great Britain; Dr. 
H. P. Berlage, Holland; Ch. Gierloff, Nor- 
way; Salvador Crespo, Spain; Baron Palm- 
stierna, Sweden; F. A. Delano, United States. 
The principal subjects for discussion will 
ye :— 

(a) Examination of the conditions of land 
tenure in each country and of how far they 
permit practical results respecting town and 
regioual planning. . 

(b) The rational distribution of cottage and 
tenement houses. 

The list of papers and special reports on 
these subjects will be announced later. They 
will be sent to delegates before the con- 
ference. 

Vienna is itself of much interest from the 
point of view of town planning and housing. 
It is the centre of an important region and 
has the status not only of a city, but of a 
State of the Austrian Republic. The city has 
had a zoning plan since 1893, and a general 
plan since 1894 It has its large belt of 
forest and meadow amounting in all to 11,000 
acres. A new town-planning scheme is being 
prepared for the large town area on the left 
bank of the Danube. " 

During the difhcult after-war conditions the 
city council were responsible for building over 
3,500 houses between 1919 and 1923. ' A five- 
year programme of building was started in the 
autumn of 1923 to provide 25,000 dwellings. 
So far the actual building is ahead’ of the 
schedule, for 6,700 dwellings were built in 
1924 and 8,800 in 1925.

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COLOURING CONCRETE. 
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BEAUTIFUL EFFECTS. 


A new process has been discovered by 
which vegetable dyes can be used for colour- 
ing cement, 'The discovery is considered of 
great importance by experts who have seen 
examples of coloured concrete produced by 
the new method. 

'The invention follows closely on the process 
which made it possible to obtain various hues

NEW GRAND STANDS 
AT EPSOM. ' 
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SEATS FOR 20,000 AT A COST 
OF £112,000. 


After a year of negotiations and confer- 
ences between the parties concerned, the con- 
tract for the erection of the new Epsom 
Grand Stand has been signed, and the de- 
molition of the old stand and other stands 
adjoining will begin on June 14, immediately 
after Derby Week. The undertaking: will cost 
about £112,000. 

The existing Grand Stand, together -with 
Barnard’s No. 1 and Langland’s No. 1 Stands, 
are to be pulled down. In their place will 
be the new Grand Stand, with seating accom. 
modation for about 8, and, in addition, 
near the Langland’s No. 1 site, there is to 
be erected what will be known as the East 
Stand, intended to accommodate those people 
who have hitherto gone to Barnard’s and 
Langland’s. The East Stand will have a seat- 
ing capacity for 12,000. 

he new structure will consist of one long 
range of buildings made up of * the club 
stand at the western end, near to the win- 
ning post, with the Royal box exactly in 
front of the winning post. Then will come 
the new Grand Stand and the East Stand. 
The club stand will be at least three times 
the size of the present one. 

The Grand Stand, which adjoins the club 
stand, will consist of a tremendous tier run- 
ning from the ground up to a height of about 
ó0ft., all of _which will be under cover. 
Underneath will be offices, luncheon rooms. 
ars, and so forth. Above that will ‘be 
erected three tiers of private boxes,’ 5ft. wide 
and 10ft. deep, and behind them luncheon 
rooms, each to serve a limited number of 
boxes. The front of the Grand Stand will be 
at an angle of 14 degrees to the racecourse 
instead of parallel with the course as at pre- 
sent. 

The East Stand will be on similar lines to 
the Grand Stand, except that there will be no 
private boxes surmounting it.

A special train. composed entirely of all- 
steel coaches, which made a trip on the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway from 
Euston to Birmingham and back, was the 
first of its kind to be seen in England, for 
although all-steel rolling stock has been used 
on some electric railways, it has scarcely been 
known hitherto in British main line trains. 
It has, however, been adopted to a consider- 
able extent in other countries, and in carrv- 
ing out orders for railways overseas British 
builders have gained extensive experience of 
its construction. 

The eight steel passenger coaches of the 
special train form part of a batch of 235. 
orders for which were placed last year by the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway. So 
far 77 have been delivered, and the remainder 
are expected in a few weeks. They are of 
the vestibuled central-corridor type, measur- 
ing 57ft. in length.
